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nchool Board Meeting 


At the School Board meeting on 
Wednesday night Chairman Carswell 
Trustees Munro and Gaetz were pre- 
sent. Trustees Simpson and Payne 
were detained at court. 

Mr. A. R. Gibson was appointed to 
attend the meeting in Calgary on 
Thursday evening to form a Provin- 
cial Council of Boy Scouts, and a 
cordial invitation was extended to 
have the next central meeting in Red 
Deer. 

The roll attendance for October 
was 370, average attendance 90 per 
cent. The Principal also reported 
that new rooms would be needed next 
August, as there would likely’ be an 
increase of 20 or 30 in the lower 
rooms in the spring. In the High 
School standards, one of the most 
serious deficiencies the Principal had 
found was lack of accuracy in the 
four elementary rules of arithmetic: 
this was prevalent also in the com- 
mon school course, owing to the over 
crowding of subjects in the common 
school course, as it was too extend- 
ed for the amount of time allotted. 
He considered it essential that the 
product of the common schools be 
good in reading and composition, leg- 
ible writers, and accurate in the four 
elementary operations in arithmetic. 
Accuracy must be acquired by Stan- 
dard III, if not Standard II. He 
was aiming, with the co-operation of 
the teachers, to affect an improve- 
ment in this respect. 

The Townsite Co. submitted an al- 
ternative offer to thg Board's offer of 
$4,000 for the block on the corner of 
Second Avenue east and Munson. 
They would sell 330 x 270 feet, but 
wanted the row of lots on Second 
Avenue. The chairman and several 
trustees had looked over the Town 
Park on this side to see if a site was 
available, but the creek cut. the land 
there up too badly. Trustee Gaetz 
rather favored offering $5,000 for the 
whole block: the trustees were all 
averse to having a row of back yards, 
and a lane abutting on a_ school 
property if they could help it.

TO ROOT. 


Laurier Being Assailed in Que- 
bec With the Weapons he. 
_ Used in 1896. 


Ottawa,Nov. 4th.—Liberal news- 
papers are demanding sympathy be- 
cause of the attacks made on the 
Laurier Government in the bye-elec- 
tion in Drummond and Arthabaska. 
But who taught the Nationalists to 
see in every expenditure of public 
money for purpose of defence a deep- 
laid scheme to entrap Canada _ into 
Imperial wars ? None other than Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier himself. His victory 
in 1896 so far as {t was won in 
Quebec was based upon a campaign 
of abuse of the Conservative govern- 
ment for spending about a_ million 
dollars to arm the Canadian militia 
with modern rifles instead of the 
old Snider gas-pipes in the face of 
the American threats of invasion 
over the Venezeula affair. 

Mr. Armand Lavergne, one of the 
leaders of the Nationalists, made an 
interesting remark in this connection. 
His father, Judge Joseph Lavergne, 
represented Drummond and Artha- 
baska in 1896 and was an _ intimate 
friend of Mr. Laurier as the Liberal 
leader then was. Mr. Armand Laver 
gne has stated that his father ran 
his election of 1896 on a denuncia- 
tion of Sir Charles Tupper for buy- 
ing those rifles. If Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier taught the father to see in the 
spending of one million dollars for 
rifles a plot against the liberties of 
Canada, who taught the son to see 
a similar plot in the spending of 
fifty or sixty millions on a navy ? 

In 1896 L’Electeur, which proclaim- 
ed itself to be the organ in_the city 
of Quebec of the Liberal paper has 
this to say: ‘‘Old Tupper has an 
arrangement with Chamberlain,under 
which we are to take part in the 
wars of the Empire. Some day the 
British officer will visit you, and 
take the son from his mother, the 
husband from his wife, the young 
man from his betrothed, and. all will 
be sent to Africa or to India’ to 
whiten the plains with their bones.’’ 

Here is another passage from the 
same newspaper : 

“One of Old Tupper’s whims is 
Imperial Federation, which signifies 
an intimate alliance between England 
and her colonies, especially Canada. 
One of the conditions of this alliance 
would be that in time of war Cana- 
da would be called upon to pay its 
share in money and men. In return 
England would create these droll 
baronets, knights of this and com- 
manders of that. But the people 
will remain food for the cannon. Why 
all these armaments if we are not to 
have war? Why fight for England ? 
The electors should remember that 
the great big chiefs who are ready 
to throw us into war for the bene- 
fit of others will not be the ones to 
support the burden of it. It, is the 
electors who will have to‘use these 
carbines and these cannon. The 
Tuppers, the Angers, the Taillons 
will be in their ministerial domices 


when they send us ta fight for Eng- 
land. With joy in thier hearts and 
a glass of champagne in their hand 
they will send our children to Africa

Ottawa, Nov. 18th.—When E. M. 
Macdonald, M.P., serves notice on 
the city of Lethbridge that it would 
get no postoffice until it voted Lib- 
eral he was simply following the 
regular Liberal plan of bullying con- 
stituencies by promising unnecessary 
public works if they vote Liberal 
and threatening to withhold needed 
public works if they vote Conservat- 
ive. Here, for example, is the sort 
of campaign which the Liberals ran 
in Halifax against Mr. R. L. Borden 
and his colleague Mr. Crosby:— 

Promise of bringing the Grand 
Trunk Pacific terminal to Halifax. 

Promise that the Canadain Pacific 
would come to Hali:ax. 

A union depot. 2 

A steel-bridge across the Narrows. 

A steamboat pier at Dartmouth. 

The Halifax and Musquodoboit rail- 
way. 

In addition it was. urged that the 
Government had incurred an expen- 
diture of $5,000,000 on the port; 
that it had built a $259,000 Customs 
House; that it had spent $200,000 
in improving the post office; had 
spent $100,000 on the coast of Hali- 
fax county; that it had re-opened 
the dockyard ; that it had manned 
the forts with Canadian troops. 

Then when Halifax voted Conserva- 
tive the Liberal newspapers served 
notice that the Nove Scotia  con- 
stituencies which had dared to vote 
Conservative might expect punish- 
ment. The Halifax Chronicle said on 
the day after the election: ‘‘ In 
this election all the most important 
public interests that Liberals in 
Halifax have been struggling for for 
years, and that Tories have pretend- 
ed to desire, were hanging within 
our reach. The government policy 
meant. the beginning of a new era 
for the port of Halifax ®* * * And 
now, just at the critical time, when 
these things were within our grasp, 
our own people, misled by a treach- 
erous Tory newspaper, and by un- 
patriotic Tory leaders, have by their 
votes thrown our great opportunity 
to the winds.’’ And later on: “If 
the Government takes the people of 
Halifax at their word, who will have 
cause to complain?.’ And again: 
“They have declared by their votes 
that they do not want these things, 
and if the Government is disposed 
to take them at their word, and ex- 
tend these favors to other constitu- 
encies and other ports which have 
been loyal to their interests, the 
Tories of Halifax and their dupes 
will have themselves to blame.” 

The Chronicle said in the same 
issue: ‘‘Halifax has, if the verdict 
of the electors mean anything, de- 
clared that it does not want to 
share in the great traffic of the Dom- 
inion, and does not want the G.T.R. 
and the All Red line. Certainly, it 
will never get either by the election 
of Borden and Crosby. Let there 
be no mistake about that.” 

After having had time for reflec- 
tion, The Chronicle returned to the 
subject as follows: ‘‘Halifax, Col- 
chester ‘and Cumberland, through 
which the national highway runs, 


have declared against the All-Red 
line, national ports, etc. Let the 
Liberal Government take heed of 


these emphatic expressions of opin- 
ion, for they are.. unmistakeable * * 
* * Let, then, our statesman like 
good constitutional governors revise 
their plans, and so remodel them as 
not to encroach on forbidden ground. 
Fortunately, there were constituen- 
cies which were not purbling, and 
which will make room, so that the 
splendid structure may not lose its 
symmetry, nor be shorn of its use- 
fulness to Canada.
